He 
bad just come from a visit made to the 
Bull Hun battle fluid in company with a 
Lmon officer. 
He is tne most willing wit­ 
ness to the strategic skill and personal 
bravery of General McDowell on that field. 
lie tells me that both General Beauregard 
and General Johnson, the leaders of the 
Confederate forces, stated to him that the 
plan of I cattle wa* finely conceived, that 
there was no fault in the commanding gen­ 
eral, and that the rout was due to the ill 
discipline of the raw troops he bandied, 
aud to a succession of minor accidents, be­ 
yond the foresight to control. 
His forces 
were Hanked, contrary to his plan, contrary 
to his orders, contrary to every rational 
expectation of the day. 
The idea ct 
‘treachery on the part of tho Union com­ 
mander never entered the allods of his 
opposing generals. General 
McDowel 
was 
a 
skillful 
and 
brave 
soldier, but was not alone an army; 
He 
could plan, but he could not keep every 
man in line. He could cry “shoot lo w ” 
but he could not prevent his men from 
hooting each other. It was the Massa 
chuseits governor, Andrew, who said ol 
McDowell’* army, that “it was a collection 
of town meetings.’ 
The raw forces, fresh 
from the lac lory and the farm, knew noth 
mg of warfare, and not accustomed to obey. 
Tueir immediate officer* were a handful of 
incompetents. The commander of the re­ 
serves at Centreville was drunk. 
The 
officer appointed to “ feel ” of the enemy 
only invited battle, and exhibited! bls 
weakness to hi* enemies. The result was 
a rout. The armed “ town m eeting” was 
driven pell mell towards its northern 
home, and General McDowell was called a 
“traitor” and an Imbecile because his town 
meettng was not an army. 
He fought 
thenceforth gallantly. 
He quietly en­ 
dured obloquy for many years. 
He did 
not intrigue. 
Critical history baa long 
since justified his course, aad his promo­ 
tion was'his popular vindication. May he 
long wear the two stars.” That is what a 
Confederate officer thought of his Bull 
Run visit and tne promotion which, after 
many years was accorded to the com­ 
mander of the Union forces. 


The Oost of Fencing. 
The fences of the United States are re­ 
ported to be worth $1,800,000,000, or $45 
per head for each inhabitant. The ex­ 
penses necessary to keep them good at 
least $100,000,000. Ma jor Brisbane, of the 
United States army, estimates the annual 
destruction of timper in the United States 
at 5,500,000 acres annually, and that one- 
half this immense area is required for fen­ 
cing alone. However true this may be, 
and we cannet help regarding it as a wild 
statement, it is nevertheless true that fen­ 
cing is one of the most expensive items the 
farmer has to deal with. 
The increasing 
scarcity of timber rn the West has caustd 
the total abolishment of fences over large 
areas, and the plan where tried seems to 
be effectual. Barbed wire, in its various 
forms fcr fencing, now constitutes an im­ 
mense and constantly increasing business. 
It seems to be the best substitute yet found 
for either post-and-rail or board fences.
